Address Delivered Recently ‘Before 
the Women’s Civic Club of Leth- 
bridge, by Joseph P. Tracy, M.A., 
President of the Postal Library 
League for Canada. 

The postal’ library is a new idea. 
Being an ‘nnovation ‘here ure no pre- 
eedeuts from whick to reckon. In pro- 
Jecting it we must proceed upon sug- 
Gestions, calculations and estimates. 

There are three yequirements in pro- 
Jecting a library: Books, housing and 
service. Let us therefore consider 
these requirements in order as related 
to the postal library. 

As for Books. Let us assume one 
volume per capita, that is as many 
books as there are men, women and 
children in the whole country, will 
be an adequate supply of books. Again 
let us assume the average cost of 
books for a desirable collection to be 
(When pur- 


nounced that the government of’ the 
Dominion of Canada is now consider- 
ing the suggestion. Many personal 
endorsements, petitions and _ resolu- 
tions favoring the idea are being sent 
to the government from all parts of 
the country. 

The postal library when establish- 
ed Willube. especially valuable to those 
living on the frontier and in rural 
communities, villages and cities 
which do not now have library facili- 
ties. For cities already having public 
libraries the postal library will afford 
a larger and more convenient service. 
Where it is desireu the postal library 
can absorb existing public libraries 
saving further grants of public money 
and returning to the owners the value 
of the books and equipment and con- 
verting .the-reaf estate and buildings 
té other uses, but, of course, where 
thaze in control may so desire, the pre- 
sent libraries may continue. * 

The postal library will make the 
acquirement of knowledge much eas- 
ier and more general and “knowledg9 
is power.”

‘I believe tLat there are great open- 
ings on the prairies for merket gar- 
dening in supplying the cities and 
small towns with vegetables.

The Right Hon. Winston Churchill, 
first lord of the admiralty, was the 
guest of the Royal Aero club at their 
annual dinne. held a few nights ago 
at the Savoy hotel, London.

said: “The risk of flying is very 
greatly exaggerated. Since I 
been at the admiralty many more 
lives have been lost in the submarines 
than in the air service. Though there 
is an element of risk in flying it is 
not undue or excessive,

f hopefully—of flying the Atlantic as 


people talked four years ago of fly- 
ing the channel. I am bound to say 
I think an attempt to fly the Atlantic 
is in present circumstances prema- 
ture, and an undue element of risk 
appears to be attached to any such 
enterprise; but the progress has been 
enormous, and we cannot doubt that 
in the near future we shall see heavy 
aeroplanes and great airships making 
voyages as a matter of common ex- 
perience which nowadays we should 
look upon as a most extraordinary 
accomplishment. 

This new art and science of flying 
fS$ one in which Great Pritain ought 
to be able to show itseif—I do not 
say supreme in numbers, but 
supreme in quality. It affords a fair- 
er field for the emulation of youth 
than many of the games which make 


up our international contests. For 
centuries people have talked and 
dreamed about flying.

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Asphaltum Area Around Athabasca 

An oil expert who has just return- 
ed from Athabasca Landing from an 
exploration trip through the Atha- 
ba&sca district recently opened by the 
C.N.R. Edmonton-Calgary line, re- 
ports that there is an asphaltum area 
of at least 175 miles square and con- 
taining from 170,000,000 to 200,000,000 
tons of thé material so useful for 
paving material. The deposits are 
from 560 to 300 feet in depth. An 
analysis -made at British, American 
and Canadian laboratories show the 
following constituents: Heavy asphal- 
tum constituents: He.vy asphaltum, 
containing 98.4 per cent.; of bitumen, 
80 per cent.; highly silicious sand, 50 
per cent. A value of $1 per ton-is 
placed upon the deposits. It is ex- 
pected that the territory thus discov- 
ered will be again thoroughly inspect- 
ed, and if feasible the west of Can- 
ada will possess a remarkable source 
of asphaltum which will greatly en- 
rich the country. 


Powder manufacturers are con- 
Sstantly on the alert for methods and 
means to minimize factory explosions, 
So far as practicable, they maintain a 
large number of small factories scat- 
tered over a dozen states. Each of 
these plants is built with an eye to 
possible explosions, the foundation 
and three walls of each building being 
substantial, while the roof and the re- 
maining wall are of the flimiest char- 
acter. When the accidental explosion 
occurs the roof and weak walls read- 
ily give way before the charge, the re- 
mainder of the building standing 
practically uninjured. Semi-automat- 
ic machinery is also used wherever 
possible, designed so that it may be 
operated largely from points outside 
the structure in which it is housed.
